Glyn Ford, the extreme-left Labour MEP for 
South West England has sensationally lost his 
seat in the June Euro elections. Ford, who was a 
regular contributor to 
Searchlight 
magazine only 
managed to come 
fifth in the recent 
Euro elections in the 
seat he has 
occupied for the 
past ten years. After 
being dumped by 
voters, Ford blamed 
the MPs expenses 
scandal for his 
defeat. 

Perhaps South West 
voters were not 
impressed with his frequent taxpayer funded trips 
to several African countries, as well as Indonesia, 
Ukraine and Haiti. His decision to host a 
delegation from the Communist, totalitarian 
dictatorship of North Korea on their recent visit to 
Britain could also have been a factor in voter 
rejection. Still, Mr Ford has plenty to occupy his 
increased amount of spare time with his positions 
as treasurer of the violent left-wing extremist, 
Anti-Nazi League and as a member of the 
national steering committee of the SWP 
dominated Unite Against Fascist group.

Seasoned political observers are beginning 
to notice how closely the development of the 
SWP dominated, UNITE AGAINST FASCISM 
seems to mirror its predecessor, the ANTI- 
NAZI LEAGUE, and how both groups began 
with a list of high profile celebrity supporters, 
who quickly sought to distance themselves 
once the violence began! At its launch, ANL 
boasted of the support of several celebrity 
show-business personalities as well as 
politicians such as Peter Hain, Dennis 
Skinner and Neil Kinnock. 

At its launch, UAF claimed support from 
Union leaders such as Tony Woodley of the 
T&G and Dave Prentis of Unison, as well as 
politicians, Keith Vaz, Ken Livingstone and 
even Tory leader, David Cameron. 

Another similarity is the use a pop music front 
organisation to raise funds. The ANL had its 
Rock Against Racism, UAF has, Love 
Music Hate Racism as a major fundraiser. 
Both organisations used the same formula of 
cheap open air concerts using little known 
musicians. 

It is little surprise that both the ANL and UAF 
are so alike, as they shared key personnel. 
Weyman Bennett, the de-facto leader of UAF 
was the National Organiser of the Anti-Nazi 
League, and his position on the Central 
Committee of the Socialist Workers Party 
ensures political control.

Initially ANL relied on concerts and largely 
peaceful protest marches to get its message 
across to the public but, in 1977 the 
organisation took a sinister turn. The National 
Front had organised a march through 
Lewisham, South London and as expected, 
ANL vowed to mount a counter-protest. 
Instead the protest turned into an organised 
attack on the police. In October 1993, 
ANL/SWP attempted to march on the BNP 
bookshop in Welling, South London. Again, 
the police were the main target of ANL 
violence and 19 officers needed hospital 
treatment. The extreme violence used in this 
demonstration horrified many ANL supporters 
and the group declined until it was eventually 
mothballed by the SWP. Now ANL has 
resurfaced as UAF, and like its predecessor it 
is turning increasingly violent!

In London, two recently elected BNP MEPs 
were attacked by UAF thugs, and at a protest 
against the BNP family weekend festival UAF 
thugs attacked the police. UAF have also 
claimed responsibility for organising 
demonstrations in Birmingham which saw riot 
police deployed to stop UAF violence and in 
Harrow, Middlesex, UAF have admitted 
organising hundreds of young Muslims in a 
protest which saw police officers attacked 
with bricks and bottles.

Fresh from his disastrous European 
Parliament election campaign, which saw his 
N02EU party totally humiliated by parties as 
tiny as the Cornish Nationalists, Rail Union 
boss, “Barmy” Bob Crow is seeking partners 
to form ANOTHER new extreme-left party to 
be called the Workers Alliance! 




New TARGET has discovered that the former 
Communist party member has been holding 
talks with other non-affiliated unions to form a 
party to challenge for the Labour vote at the 
forthcoming general election. 

Several trade unions including Crow's Rail 
Union {RMT}, the Fire Brigades union {FBU} 
and the Civil Service union {PCSU} no longer 
affiliate to the Labour Party and so have 
buckets full of member’s cash to waste on 
futile political campaigns. Other groups 
approached are believed to be the left-wing, 
National Pensioners Convention, led until his 
recent death by former Communist trade 
union leader, Jack Jones and the perennial 
left-leaning National Union of Students. 

Billy Hayes of the Postal workers union 
(CWU) has never been a fan of Bob Crow 
and rarely misses a chance to remind anyone 



who will listen of the puny vote that Crow and 
his N02EU party managed to attract. But, 
Billy is coming under increasing pressure 
from members of his unions executive to 
disaffiliate from the Labour party as 
retaliation for the Labour governments plan to 
privatise, or part privatise Royal Mail.

MORE LIES ABOUT THE BNP EXPOSED! 



The Asian owner of a Loughton, Essex 
takeaway, made national news when he 
claimed that he had been abducted at 
knifepoint by racists. Noor Ramjanally, was 
interviewed both in the national press and 
on television about his claim that two white 
men had abducted him from his home, 
forced him into the boot of a car and driven 
him to nearby Epping Forest. Once there he 
was threatened with knives and told to stop 
holding Muslim prayer services at a local 
community centre. He was then abandoned 
in the forest to find his own way home. On 
its “STOP THE BNP" website, Searchlight 
revealed that Mr Ramjanally also claimed 
that he had received threatening letters and 
his flat had been the subject of an arson 
attack. Mr Ramjanally was quoted on the 
website as saying, “I believe the BNP 
campaign (against increasing Islamification 
in the area) has inspired the violence”. 

But now New TARGET can reveal two 
interesting facts. 

1: Noor Ramjanally was an active member 
of Searchlight’s “Redbridge & Epping Forest 
Together” anti-BNP group. 

2: Following an intensive investigation into 
Ramjanally’s claims by local police, 
including viewing of hours of cctv footage, 
one man has been arrested.

It has now emerged that police were 
suspicious about Ramjanally’s story from 
the beginning and after confronting the 
“victim” he was arrested “on suspicion of 
perverting the course of justice”. 

The national press and television have 
remained silent about the arrest, and 
Searchlight have not revealed the Muslim 
community leader’s link with them. But, if 
convicted, Ramjanally will join the list of 
convicted criminals in Searchlight’s ranks. 
But that’s not exactly news, is it!

The SWP dominated Unite Against 
Fascism group have finally revealed the 
reasons behind Searchlight leaving the 
group. Some political observers thought it 
might have something to do with 
Searchlight’s reluctance to continue 
involvement with a group that was growing 
increasingly violent. 

Searchlight, it would seem, has learnt a 
lesson about involvement in violent groups 
following their near disastrous links to the 
pro-IRA, RED ACTION group, which ended 
shortly after Searchlight publisher Gerry

In fact the split with UAF was caused by 
Searchlight admitting that the issue of the 
grooming of white schoolgirls by Asian men 
in Keighley, West Yorkshire, was a valid 
issue. 

UAF seems to have a policy of never 
admitting that non-whites could be 
criminals! 

UAF continues to criticise Searchlight over 
its hugely expensive, but completely 

ineffective anti-BNP Euro-Election 
campaign, accusing it of “losing contact with 
reality”.
